Awful Scenes as the Il-fated 
Emigrant Ship Sunk Be- 
neal the Waves, 


HARROWING. STORIES 
TOLD BY SURVIVORS 


Nearly 200 Children Aboard, and the. 


Little Ones Screamed in Terror 
As the Ship Went Down. 
Copenhagen Shrouded 
in Gloom. 


Grimsby, England, July 4.—A long pile 
of granite rising sheer out of the At- 
lantic 290 miles from the Scottish main- 
land is now k monument to almost 700 
dead. Bodies wash against the rocks or 


lie in the ocean bed at its base. Nearby, | 


completely hidden in the water, 


Scandinavian-American liner Norge, 


which was carrying 800 Danes, Norwe- | 


gians, Swedes and Finns to win relatives 
or friends in America. Of these only 
about 130 were saved. 

No tragedy of the sea has had more 
appalling consequence and none has oc- 
curred in a shorter time, The passengers 
were suddenly aroused from their sleep, 
terrified by the noise made by contact 
of the bows of the ship with tte solid 
granite, following by a grinding, rushing 
sound as though the hull were ‘being 
shoved over huge rocks. Then silence, as 
the clanging bells brought 
to a stop. Those of the passengers who 
were standing at the time the steamer 
struck the rock were thrown against the 
and.had not 
recovered their feet when a_stentorian 
voice gave the terrifying order: 

“All hands on deck; men hurry or you 
sink.” | 

Rush to Escave.

Immediately there was a rush for the ! 


narrow companion ways and men, women 
and children pushed and struggled and 
made every other effort to reach the deck 
where the boats swung from the davits. 
Many persons, retaining their presence of 
mind. seized life preservers only to find 
in some instances that the strings were 
rotten and they could not quickly be put 
around their bodies. Those who reached 
the deck saw the nose of the Norge 
pinned directly against the rock. It re- 
mained there only ‘a few minutes, for 
Captain Gundel!l, commanding, who had 
immediately gone to the bridge, gave the 
order to the engine room to reverse the 


engines. Some men of the enginear force | 


had relatives among the passengers, and 
after seeing them safely to the boats 
they heroically returned to their sta- 
tions below. Slowly the ship backed off 
and as she gained way it was found that 
water was pouring into her hg@id. This 
announcement called out in Scandina- 
vyian and presaging death added to the 
supreme fright and agony. The passengers 
who were piled in the boats were the for- 
tunate ones who were to escape, while the 
unfortunates who saw death near cluster- 
ed in the vicinity, seething, struggling 


masses, some on their knees praying sur- | 


rounded by children, others supplicating 

aid from anyone and shrieking for per- 

mission to enter the boats, elbowing and 

fighting their way to the places from 

which the boats were being lowered. 
Sea Rushes Into Rents. 


The sound of grinding ceased, the pow 
of the Norge yawned as the steamer re- 
turned to deep water. The sea, rushed 
hungrily into the hage rents made by the 
focks in the tron hull. Swiftly the vessel 
began to sink by the bows. Without wait- 
ing for orders, without paying attention 
to their proper manning, the occupants 
began to lower the boats. The starboard 
lifeboat began slowly to fmll when to the 
horror of those on board, the stern tackle 
failed, while the bow tackle ran free. 

Soon the bow was almost perpendicu- 
lar Those who wefe.in it clung des- 
perately along the sides and seats, until 
@ great wave came towering along and 
struck the boat, smashing it against the 
side of the ship. The occupants of the 


boat who were not killed by the impact | 


were thrown into the water. The crew 
and passengers on deck had no time 
to spare to assist the few who had a 
chance to escape, but lost it. Unde- 
terred by the experience of the first 
boat, a second, loaded principally with 
Women and children, was lowered, This 
time the tackle ran smoothly, but the 
hopes of escape of the passengers on 
board were blasted. The moment it 
touched the water waves picked up the 
small craft as if it had been a feather 
and dashed it against the side of the 
ship in spite of the frantic efforts of the 
passengers to fend it off. The crash 
Was heard on deck. Then the sea swal- 
lowed more victims and pieces of @ 
Wreckage slowly drifted towards the 
rock, " 
Leap Into Sea. 

The upper deck of the Norge, at the 
time of the disaster to the second boat, 
Was only a few feet from the water and 
it was apparent to every one that only 
a few minutes more and she would 
plunge beneath the waves. In the final 
crisis those who were able to remember 
Cearly what happened, say that the 
shricks and sobs died away and that 
the quiet was only broken by the curses 
of some men whose fear found vent in 
blasphemy.

“I waited on the bridge looking at the 
men gathering in the line,” said Henry 
alover, second engineer on the Salvia. 

“Isn't that buoy out of place?’ I asked 
ithe cook who was on the deck. ‘You 


don't see any buoy,’ he answered. I went 
below and got the glasses. 

“It's a small boat,” 1 said, “and they 
have got a jacket flying at the bow. They 
have been shipwrecked. We told the 
captain ard he told us to go ahead and 
we picked them up. They were a terrible 
sight. Men and women were insufficient- 
ly clothed and so cramped that they could 
hardly come on board. We soon went 
directly to where the Norge went down. 
There was no trace of the ship but in 
the water back of the rocks were the 
| bodies of more than a hundred men. wo- 
/men and little children—my God! little 
| Children.”’ 

Karl Mathiesen, the Danish saflor, who 
assumed command of the boat brought 
| to Grimsby, only joined the Norge at 
| Copenhagen just .before she sailed for 
|New York. He had never been instructed 
iin a fire drill and did not understand 
What it meant. He was on deck when 
| the vessel struck, but he did not know 
| until he heard the captain shouting the 
| order to man the boats, the damage was 
| great. 


Story of the Horror. 

| John O. Hansen, a gray-bearded man 
‘from Tromsoe, said: 

| ‘When the ship first bumped most of us 
were below. Al! rushed to the deck. ! 
\had my wife and five children with me. 
At first none of us was aware of what 
had happened and we kept quiet, but ina 
minute or two we saw the ship was sink- 
line and there were shrieks and 
icries too awful to describe. We had 
nearly 200 children aboard and they 
‘screamed with terror. Their mothers, too, 
'were almost frantic, though some of 
them—calmer than the others—began put- 
ting their little ones in the rigging and 
other elevated positions. So far as I 


could see the officers of the ship kept 
very calm, but the crowd was uncon- 


trollable. Men and women began jumping 
‘into the sea, while others ran up and 
‘down trying to snatch life belts from 
‘those who had them. 

| “‘As goon as the first boat was got out 
‘there was a mad rush for her, with the 
result that she immediately sank. Ir 
this way three boatsewere lost. Mean- 
while I had put my wife and five children 
on a hatch and implored them not to 
‘move until I returned. When I saw other

my wife and children, but they had dis- 
|appeared. Whether they had gone in an- 
‘other boat or been carried away in the 
‘mad rush I do not know. I am absolute- 
ily alone in the world. 

| “Our boat was crowded to nearly double 
its proper number. All around us people 
were. struggling into the sea, shrieking 
‘for help and imploring us to take them in. 


'We had an old sail and a couple of oars | 


but no mast. In launching the boat a big 
‘hole was knocked in her side and we 
‘men had to take turns in bailing her 
‘out. We could do nothing but allow the 
boat to drift. 

Women Behaved Well. 

“The five women behaved splendidly, 
never murmuring. <All around us were 
_people fighting for their lives. The shrieks 
‘of those left on the ship, particularly the 
‘children, could be heard above all the 
‘confusion around us, But it was soon 
‘over, as we saw the Norge sink in less 
‘than nalf an hour from the first shock.”

We entered the month of June with the 


state of cultivation.

we had what we term genuine cotton 
weather, and under its influence the crop 
made rapid progress and grew off quick- 
ly, nevertheless, today we still find cot- 
ton, at least the majority of it, under- 
sized and rather backward for this time 
of the year. The plant itself is very 
and thrifty and has the ad- 
absence of grass and 
weeds and of thorough cultivation. 
Blooms have been reported here and 
there since about the 20th of June, but 
are by no means general anywhere even 
today; therefore the crop, while in fine 
condition and possibly a week or ten 
days earlier than last year, is far from 
pointing to an early harvesting; in fact, 
if wo have weather from now on calcu- 
lated to make a big yield, then this will 
possibly prove to be a late crop. An 
early crop can only, as we see it, be had 
this season &t the expense of the yield, 
as forcigag weather would mature it 
earlier but at the same time curtail] the 
yield; judging from present conditions, 
this section will have little or no August 
cotton. Southwest Georgia and southern 
Alabama, however, may have some; 
weather conditions will regulate that. 

The plant has now entered its critical 
stage. Showers, not heavy rains, are 
needed every week from now on. Ex- 
cessive rains or excessive temperature 
will prove unfavorable features in de- 
veloping the yleld. The cotton crop at 
present is all expectancy, nothing abso- 
lutely certain,
